‘here have been so many ser- 
mons preacned on this sin of Vavid 
that we hardiy think it is neces- 
Sary to quote the Scriptures, put 
we simpiy refer you to Second 
Samuel, chapters 11, 12 and 13. 

It is not tne story of a bad man. 
No one could accuse David of be- 
ing a bad man. He was not. He 
was a good man. Did you ever stop 
to think how much diiterence ic 
makes just by the mere statement 
of a fact? Suppose we say Vavid 
was @ man after God's own heart. 
He wrote many beautiful Psaims. 
He did many great deeds. He had 
great faith, but David committed 
adultery and murder. Now let us 
turn that same sentence around. 
David committed adultery and 
murder, but he was a man after 
God’s own heart. He wrote many 
beautiful Psalms. He did many 
great deeds. He had great faith. 
So we should not judge a person 
by one act or two acts of their 
life. The good that David did so 
vastly overbalanced this great evil 


* that we must admit that he was a 


marvelous man. 


This story of his sin teaches. us 
to guard ourselves during leisure 
hours, for we find that this tragic 
sin of David occurred at the time 
when kings go forth to battle, and 
David was at home leisurely en- 
joying its comforts while the hus- 
band of the woman with whom he

would guard his spiritual well be- 
ing, his social purity and his moral 
lite must hedge very carefully his 
vacations, his leisure hours and 
other periods of relaxation. 


A Look That Led to Ruin 


“And it came to pass in an 
eveningtide, that David arose 
from ott his bed, and walked 
upon the roof of the king’s 
house: and from the roof ne 
saw a woman washing herself; 
and the woman was very beau- 
tiful to look upon” (lf Sam. 
11:2). 

The sight of this beautiful wom- 
an aroused in David unholy emo- 
tions so that he made inquiries 
concerning her, and _ ultimately 
stooped to the sin of immorality 
with her. No wonder the Bible 
admonishes us that ‘‘women adorn 
themselves in modest apparel’ 
(1 Tim. 2:9). The human body 
is attractive. The sight of it stim- 
ulates impulses and emotions which 
we are admonished to keep under 
strict control. FASHION has led 
to the downfall of many young 
women and many young men. It 
is quite common during hot sum- 
mer months to see young women 
walk about the streets with most 
of their back exposed, and shorts 
so abbreviated that most of the 
body is exposed. It is quite com- 
mon for men and women to bathe

ONE DEviL LEFT HIM, BUT RETURNED WITH SEVEN MORE 


(Radio message of John R. Rice, 
Dallas, Texas, Uctober 29, 1939 — 
Stenographically reported.) 

I will read Matthew 12:43-45, 
three short verses: 

“When the unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, he waiketn 
through dry places, seeking 
rest, and findetn none. 

“then he saith, 1 will return 
into my house from whence 1 
came out; and when he is 
come, he findeth it empty, 
swept, and garnished. 

“when goeth he, and taketh 
with himself seven other spir- 
its more wicked than himself, 
and they enter in and dwell 
there: and the last state of 
that man is worse than the 
first. Even so shall it also be 
unto this wicked generation.”’ 
Now whatever it is that will 

leave you worse off than you were 
before, you want to avoid it. And 
here is the plain warning of our 
Saviour. Whatever kind of a pro- 
fession, whatever kind of religious 
activity you could take part in 
that would leave you seven times 
worse than before, you certainly 
ought to beware of it. There are 
people who do such things that 
leave them far worse off in the 
end. Please listen very prayerfully 
and see if God doesn’t speak to 
your heart about this. 

“When the unclean spirit is gone 
out of a man’ — here is some re- 
form without a change of heart. 
You know, it is true sometimes 
the evil spirit just gets up and 
leaves a man. Sometimes a man 
quits drinking who isn’t converted, 
or he gets rid of some terrible 
habit. Perhaps he has been com- 
mitting some terrible sin and he 
reforms. Maybe a man has been in 


prison for a crime and later he 
,eforms and has gone straight but 
without being converted. Or some- 
one quits tobacco without being 
converted, or he quits the wicked 
life he has lived, whether itt is 
gambling, or drinking or cursing. 
«a man inay quit such things witn- 
out being saved. If somebody

together, dressed in bathing suits 
that expose most of the body. This 
is consiantiy induiged in, not oniy 
by the unbelieving worid but by 
many church peopie including min- 
isters and speciai religious leaders. 
Personally, 1 do not see how any 
one that really wants to be con- 
secrated to the Lord and wants to 
see others consecrated to the Lord, 
can defend, let aione induige in, 
such a mode of dress and associ- 
ation. I do not deny that there are 
great numbers of people who par- 
ticipate in mixed batning, and wno 
dress about their home and on tne 
Street after the fashion that I in- 
dicated, who have never had im- 
moral relations with the other sex. 
However, I am not sure by any 
means that they are guiltless when 
measured by the standards of Mat- 
_ thew 5:28: 

“But I say unto you, That 
whosoever looketh on a woman 
to lust after her hath com- 
mitted adultery with her al- 
ready in his heart.”’ 


One Sin Leads to Another 


“The woman was very beautiful 
to look upon,” and we read that 
when David beheld the beauty of 
this woman, he then inquired as 
to who she was. Learning that 
she was Bath-sheba, the wife of 
Uriah the Hittite who was away 
in the army, David committed adul- 
tery with her. When, after the 
passing of time, she sent David 
word that their sin was to be found 
out, David then proceeded to cover 
up his sin. He called the husband 
from the army and decreed that 
he should have a furlough, think- 
ing that during his stay at home 
on furlough he would cover up 
David's sin. This attempt failed. 
Then we read that David made the 
man drunk. David knew what ev- 
ery sensible man knows, that 
strong drink sets fire to fleshly im- 
pulses, and thus in an effort to 
cover his sin of adultery, David 
went against God’s command in 
Habakkuk 2:15: 


“Woe unto him that giveth 
his neighbour drink, that put- 

est thy bottle to him, and 
makest him drunken also, that 
thou mayest look on their 
nakedness!” 


But again David’s plan went 
astray. Whereupon he sent Uriah 
back to the army with a letter of 
instruction to Joab, saying: 

“Set ye Uriah in the fore- 
front of the hottest battle, 
and retire ye from him, that 
he may be smitten, and die’ 
(If Sam. 11:15). 


This plan of David’s did succeed. 
“And it came to pass, when 
Joab observed the city, that 
he assigned Uriah unto a place 
Where he knew that valiant 
men were. 
“And the men of the city 
went out, and fought with 
Joab: and there fell some of 
the people of the servants of 
David; and Uriah the Hittite 
died also” (II Sam. 11:16, 17). 
And so at the death of Uriah, 
David sent for Bath+sheba and 
fetched her to his house, and she 
became his wife. Little did David 
think when first he looked upon 
this beautiful woman, that he 
would ultimately murder her hus- 
band and take her for a wife, but 
that is where sin led him, and 
that is where sin has led a good 

arty movie stars and radio stars. 
Their name is legion. Their records 
are at Reno, and their pictures fill 
filmland. 


Rebuked By a Preacher 


“But the thing that David had 
done displeased the Lord and the 
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Lord sent Nathan unto David.” 

‘Lnrougn ali the years it nas been 
God's puucy to revuke sin Lnrougn 
the human instrumentality OL ms 
prophets, and quite trequently tney 
inust get personal in tnat rebuke. 
Samuei was calied upon to rebuke 
king Saul. Nathan was. called upon 
to rebuke king David. Hiljah was 
called upon to rebuke wicked 
Ahab. John the Baptist rebuked 
Herod and Herodias. raul rebuked 
Pelix and Drusilia. Moreover, He 
commanded ‘iimothy: “I charge 
thee .. . preach the word; be in- 
stant in season, out of season; re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort witn ail long- 
sultering and doctrine” (Ii ‘Lim. 
4:1, 2). 

It is no pleasant task, and be- 
cause ol tue unpleasantness OL ik 
altogether too many munuisters 
Shirk their responsibilities. Ameri- 
ca’s greatest need today is mun- 
isters in the puipits all over this 
land, with backbone up their shirt 
tails instead of sweet potato vines, 
with courage in their hearts, with 
consecration to God, and who will 
rebuke the ‘‘prominent” transgres- 
sors in their audiences. 


Resuit of Sin In a Believer's Lite 


‘‘’hank God for a man who has 
courage enough when he is rebuked 
of his sin to acknowledge his 
wrong, confess that sin and for- 
sake it. When Nathan said, “Thou 
art the man,’ David did not set 
about to destroy Nathan. On the 
other hand, he admitted his guilt 
and uttered the Fifty-tirst Psalm 
as a prayer, and in that Psalm we 
find this confession and plea: 


“Restore unto me the joy of 
thy salvation; and uphoid me 
with thy free spirit. 

“Then will i teach trans- 
gressors thy ways; and sinners 
snall be converted unto thee. 

“Deliver me from _ blood- 
guiltiness, O God, thou God of 
my salvation: and my tongue 
shall sing aloud of thy right- 
eousness” (Psa. 51:12-14). 
David had paid very dearly for 

his sin. So far as we know he had 
not lost by it financially, he had 
not lost by it socially, he had not 
lost by it domestically, but he had 
lost by his sin. He had lost two 
vital things in a believer’s life. He 
had lost the joy of his salvation, 
and he had lost his soul winning 
power. 

I am persuaded that the greatest 
weakness in our churches today is 
right at this point. Church mem- 
bers have lost the joy of their sal- 
vation, and they have lost soul 
winning power. Their sins have 
not made them moral outcasts, 
branded them as criminals, caused 
them to be excluded from church 
membership, or even brought pub- 
lic disfavor upon them. But they 
have neutralized the joy of being 
a Christian; they have paralyzed 
their power to save souls. Our 
churches are filled with unhappy 
Christians. They are filled with 
powerless Christians. 


There is but one way for an 
unhappy and a powerless Christian 
to obtain happiness and power, and 
that is to confess his sin, renew 
his covenant with the Lord, and 
clear up his backsliding. 


“If we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness” 
(I John 1:9). 


The Law of the Harvest 


There is another lesson that 
needs to be pointed out in connec- 
tion with this study of David's sin. 
It is the lesson of the law of the 
harvest. Even though God forgives 
our sin, inevitable results must fol- 
low. God does not promise not to 
rebuke us openly for that sin, or 
not to let us see the result of that 
sin. 

“And David said unto Na- 
than, I have sinned against the 
Lord. And Nathan said unto 
David, The Lord also hath put 
rad thy sin; thou shalt not 

e. 

“Howbeit, because by this 
deed thou hast given great 
occasion to the enemies of the 
Lord to blaspheme, the child 
also that is born unto thee 
shall surely die” (II Sam. 12: 
13, 14). 

We are told in Galatians 6:7, 8: 

“Be not deceived; God is «not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” 

“For he that soweth to his 
flesh shall of the flesh reap 
corruption; but he that soweth

This was the harvest. God forgave 
David, but if you will read tne 
thirteenth chapter of Second Sam- 
uel you will find that David's three 
children produced the harvest of 
David’s evil sowing. Amnon 
ravished and ruined his own halt 
sister, Tamar, and in turn was 
murdered by his brother, Absalom. 
David sowed the seed when he 
crossed the threshold of another 
man’s home, robbed it of its purity 
and killed the husband. He reaped 
the harvest when his own children 
produced similar fruit. 

God forgives, but God does not 
repeal or abrogate the law of the 
harvest. If you do not want evil 
consequences of the flesh to grow 
in your life, then don’t sow the 
seed 


People frequently say to me, “‘l 
can’t understand. Here are Mr. and 
Mrs. So and So. I never knew bet- 
ter people, and they have some of 
the meanest children” 

Well, good neighbor, 1 never try 
to explain it because I don’t know 
what kind of life those people lived 
thirty or forty years ago. 


Heaven Alone Can Mend 
the Breaks 


“And the Lord struck the 
child that Uriah’s wite bare 
unto David, and it was very 
sick ... And it came to pass 
on the seventh day, that the 
child died . . .I1 shall go to 
him, but he shall not return to 
me” (II Sam, 12: 15, 18, 23). 
The most heartbreaking feature 

of David’s backsliding is perhaps 
the pungent grief brought by tne 
death of the little child. When it 
was learned that the child was sick, 
David wept and fasted and prayed 
for seven days, but his weeping and 
fasting and praying were of no 
avail. God smote the child that it 
died. Then to the astonishment of 
David’s servants, David arose, 
washed, anointed himself, changed 
his apparel, and came into the 
house of the Lord and worshipped. 
Thank God! He didn’t get rebel- 
lious in heart and stubborn, and 
turn into deeper sins, quit going 
to church and forget God. He had 
learned his lesson. He brought this 
upon him by getting away from 
God once, and though he could not 
bring the baby back, he could look 
forward to reunion with the baby. 

Two observations in conclusion. 
Dear reader, if you have backslid- 
den and gotten away from God, 
we urge you to repent and renew 
your covenants lest your backslid- 
ings produce a terrible harvest in 
the life of your children. It is 
somebody’s business whether you 
live right or not. Moreover, if you 
have beautiful little children in 
your home that you love and adore, 
by all means live for God lest He 
feel that you are unworthy to rear 
them, and take them from you as 
He took this child from David. 

On the other hand, if you have 
lost lovely, beautiful children, do 
not be rebellious against God and 
stay away from church and spend 
your time grieving and moaning, 
but, like David, go to church, wor- 
ship God, and let your heart be en- 
couraged by the fact that there is 
coming a day of reunion. 

(Editor’s note: And do not for-

Doubtless she would 
agree that the worldly and usuai 
method of applying face paint, lip- 
stick and nau posh wouid be un- 
becoming a Christian woman. 

And it is fair to say that the 
average Christian woman who is 
a reai soul winner has an even 
stronger conviction about the mat- 
ter. s# or instance, young women 
students in the best Bible insti- 
tutes generally do not use rouge 
or lipstick at all. Christian workers 
in fundamentally sound churches 
throughout the North have some- 
what stricter standards about cos- 


metics than fundamentally sound 


Christians in the South. That is 
true about picture shows, and to- 
bacco also. 
seems to restrain the most spirit- 
ually minded and best soul winners 
among women in the matter of 


cosmetics. Many at least feel that 


it would be hurtful to use rouge 
and lipstick in any quantity and 
others feel a need to be very care- 
ful and restrained in its use so that 
they not appear worldly nor bring 
reproach on the cause of Christ. 

Each Christian woman must set- 
tle that matter for herself very 
prayerfully by the Spirit’s leading. 

Answering the above letter, the 
editor said: 

“In a former letter you 
commented on the fact that I 
used conclusive Scriptures in 
the article against fortune-tell- 
ing in Youth’s Corner, but said 
you felt that I did not use as 
many Scriptures nor settle the 
matter as definitely from the 
Bible about women and girls 
wearing rouge and lip-stick. 
You are right. There is not a 
single Scripture that express- 
ly forbids the wearing of rouge 
or lipstick.

“l frankly contess that tne 
matter of cosmetics must be 
Settied by tne individual as 
led by the Holy spirit. I do 
not believe that it is diways and 
necessaruy wrong. For in- 
stance, personally I see no 
harm in the use of face pow- 
der, and i do not mind the 
use of a littie rouge as you 
use it and as others have. So 
sparingly used it is hardly 
noticeable, looks only a little 
bit artificial. Lipstick in any 
quantity seems more notice- 
able and I suppose not one 
woman or girl in one hundred 
who uses rouge uses it as 
sparingly and delicately as you 
do 


“No, the real truth is that 
the world has one ideal in 
woman’s looks, and _ good 
Christian women have another 
ideal. ‘ihe world’s idea of 
beauty is artificial, not natural, 
it does~not respect reverently 
the holiness of the body as a 
temple of the Holy Spirit in 
the case of a Christian, and as 
being made in God’s image, 
whether the body of a saint 
or a sinner. It does not aim at 
beauty in the same sense that 
Kve was beautiful or other 
healthy and lovely women are 
naturally beautiful. No, there 
are two aims in the modern 
beauty standard. One is, to be 
stylish, to follow the mode, to 
keep up with the newest fash- 
ions in looks, whether it be 
Shadows under the eyes, or 
plucked eyebrows, or scarlet 
fingernails. The other motive 
is even worse—it aims at 
exaggerating sex appeal. 
Dress, perfumes, make-up, and 
manner are deliberately in- 
tended to add to the ‘come 
hither’ effect upon men. 

“Thus a Christian woman or 
girl must watch carefully 
about two things. First, she 
must try to be lovely and as 
naturally lovely as _ possible. 
She should reverence the 
beauty that God gave her, and 
not seek to cover it nor 
change it to suit a silly fad 
that will be changed tomor- 
row when women’s hair or 
eyebrows or faces or nails 
must be respectively bobbed 
and curled, or plucked, or 
painted, or tinted to suit the 
style. And second, a Christian 
woman should be_ specially 
careful to avoid that -which 
appears to be like the world 
and would link her in the 
minds of others with the out- 
side and sinful world. 

“So I believe that the use 
of any kind of cosmetics when 
it is startling, when it is con- 
trary to nature, or follows a 
temporary style, tends to 
grieve the Holy Spirit and 
hurt the influence of a Chris- 
tian woman or girl. Yet each 
Christian girl must decide for 
herself on that matter. What- 
ever she does, she ought to do 
to the glory of Christ. Cer- 
tainly there is no clear state- 
ment about the use of rouge 
or lipstick or painted nails to 
compare with the clear teach- 
ing forbidding bobbed hair on 
women, 

“I thank you for your sug- 
gestion and I agree in general 
with what you say. 

“I will use part of this an- 
swer in Youth’s Corner because 
many others doubtless feel as 
you do. 

“How wonderful is our Sav- 
iour!

that isn’t so. This Scripture shows 
about the evil spirit tnat he goes 
out in dry places seeking rest. ‘his 
unciean spirit goes out the desert, 
up and down, up and down, seeking 
rest, and finds none. Oh, the tor- 
ment sin brings in a human heart 
is duplicated by the torment sin 
brings in even in the heart of 
devils! I tell you now, sin is a 
horrible thing. it never brings any- 
thing but misery and unhappiness. 
If you think you can beat the 
game, then you think you can do 
what no demon, no unclean spirit 
can do, even though they are con- 
stantly committed to leading 
astray the children of God. If you 
think you can be happy and sin, 
if you think you can sin and get 
by, if you think you can sin and 
not be scarred by it, if you think 
you can sin and have rest of soul, 
then you can do what nobody else 
ever did, not even a demon! Oh, a 
horrible thing is sin! The unceas- 
ing turmoil! Saint Augustine was 
a great sinner, but, thank God, he 


' got to be a great saint of God! He 
'was a great Christian. 


And he 
cried out, “Our souls are restless, 
O God, until they find their rest 
in Thee!’”’ There is no rest in sin. 
“There is no peace to the wicked,” 
the Scripture says. Oh, let’s re- 
member the turmoil of sin even in 
the heart of. a demon. 


He goes out of the man. Even 
the demon that possesses a man, 
that gets’ him to drink and curse 
or go on with lewdness and adul- 
tery, the demon himself may get 


sick of sin. The Bible likens the 
sinner to a dog that eats on car- 
rion, an old stinking dead cow, 
and then vomits out what he has 
eaten, and then he turns again to 
eat the vomit. The Scripture says 
about these, “the dog is turned to 
his own vomit again; and the sow 
that was washed to her wallowing 
in the mire” (II Peter 2:22). So 
a sinner sometimes géts sick of his 
sin — I mean a lost sinner — and 
even the demon that is in him gets 
sick of the dirty life he lives, and 
for a time the man reforms, the 
unclean Spirit leaves him and he 
lives a better life. But eventually 
that evil spirit will come back. 

Notice that when a sinner re- 
forms it does not mean salvation. 
When a man says, “I will do dif- 
ferently, I will turn over a new 
leaf,’’ it does not mean he is saved. 
Somebody said to me yesterday 
when I asked, “Are you a Chris- 
tian ?’’ — he said, “I am trying to 
be.” “Trying to be” doesn’t make a 
Christian. Reforming, living a bet- 
ter life doesn’t make one a Chris- 
tian.. You had better put it down 
now, it may simply be that the 
demons have left you for a little 
time. Notice what this demon said: 
“T will return into my house from 
whence I came out.” 

There is many a person today 
who says, “I am trying to live a 
Christian,” or “I am trying to do 
differently,” “I am trying to turn 
over a new leaf’ or “I have re- 
formed,” “I have quit this and quit 
that. I have taken up with this 
good church. I give my money.” 
Oh, my friends, I want you to 
know, do, do, do, do, do! is not be- 
ing a Christian. 

You know that evil spirit said, 
“T will return into my house from 
whence I came out — it is still 
my house, I will go back to my 
own home.” Many a man quits 
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cursing, but still the same old devil 
that made him curse owns him, and 
one of these days he will say, “I 
will come back to my house.” It 
is still the devil’s house. Your body 
is still the proper home for demons 
and unclean spirits if you haven't 
been born again. You need some- 
body who will be a new boss. It 
isn’t that you just need a new coat 
of paint or a new set of habits or 
a different kind of talk. God knows 
you need a new heart, a new mas- 
ter. You need God to make you 
over. Oh, this business of quitting 
your sin by yourself won't do. 
This business of reforming, 
of changing your talk is not 
enough. For dammed up in your 
wicked heart is still all the vile- 
ness Satan is capable of, and some- 
times you reform a little bit, but 
one of these days it is certain to 
come back. “It is my house,” the 
demon says. “I came out of myself 
and I will go back of myself.” 
That is one trouble with any re- 
form that leaves out Jesus Christ, 
that is the trouble with people who 
try to be moral without Jesus, that 
is the trouble with anybody who 
is trying to be good. Our trouble is 
that we do not have good hearts. 
Our hearts are deceitful above all 
things and desperately wicked, the 
Scripture says (Jer. 17:9). 


Oh, if I could lay on your heart 
this morning that you need some- 
body to come in and change your 
heart. If the demons come back 
one day to take possession, you 
need somebody at the door to say, 
“Get away from this house. Jesus 
Christ is the boss, and the Holy 
Spirit lives here and demons have 
no place here. Unclean spirits are 
not at home here!” 


This unclean spirit came back, 
and how did he find the man who 
had reformed? He found the house 
“empty and swept and garnished.’ 
Here is a man who had reformed. 
He has a temple, but there is 
nobody in it. He has a house, but 
nobody lives there. I mean, God 
doesn’t live there, so the devil has 
free right-of-way and he comes in 
and takes possession. You know 
when you own a house and want 
to keep up the insurance, you like 
to have somebody live in it. If it 
is hard to rent, you get somebody 
to come and stay in it until you 
can get a regular renter. If you 
do.not keep somebody living in the 
house, someone is liable to cashe 
in and steal all the plumbing out 
of it. So it is about your poor 
soul. If you don’t have Jesus 
Christ, there is no way to keep 
the devil out. Here is a wonderful 
house. It is empty and swept out 
and cleaned up. It is decorated 
with new wall paper and new 
painting on the doors and windows, 


and nice hardwood floors are fin- 
ished fine, but it is nothing but a 
dead house. Nobody lives there. 
And unless you have Jesus Christ, 
you are just a poor, empty, dead 
sinner and the proper home for 
demons. And they come back, too. 

So he came back to his house 
and said, “I will return into my 
house from whence I came out: 
and when he is come, he findeth it 
empty, swept, and garnished. Then 
goeth he, and taketh with himself 
seven other spirits more wicked 
than himself, and they enter in and 
dwell there: and the last state of 
that man is worse than the first.” 
The man has no chance against the 
devil, against the demons, unless 
he has the Lord Jesus Christ as 
his boss, unless he has One within 
the heart. After all, to be a Chris- 
tian means “I have Jesus Christ 
within my heart.” A man isn’t 
an empty house who has the Sav- 
iour. He may lapse into sin. He 
is weak and frail and human and 
all that, but, thank God, we have 
One inside who can help bar the 
door against the evil spirits. You 
see, any kind of a reform without 
Jesus Christ leaves a man at the 
mercy of evil spirits and the last 
end of that man is worse than the 
first. 

Sin! Sin is such a horrible thing. 
It is like a cancer. Cancer wouldn’t 
be so bad if it were just a sore. 
But there is a rapid multiplication 
of cells that makes it eat away in 
the body. A cancer undisturbed 
spreads, and eats away. Soon 
spores or cells of the cancer get 
in the blood and are carried to 
various parts of the body and start

Sin_has a tendency to come 
back on a man. That is the reason 
when a man who has been a drink- 
ing man gets discouraged, gets 
down in the mouth, his wife quits 
him or he loses his job, the nrst 
thing you know, it he doesn’t 
watch, he will be drinking again 
That is the reason in Proverbs the 
Scripture says about the drinking 
man, ‘““ihine eyes shall behoid 
Strange women, and thine heart 
Shall utter perverse things. Yea, 
thou shalt be as he that lieth down 
in the midst of the sea, or as he 
that lieth upon the top of a mast. 
They have stricken me, shalt thou 
say, and I was not sick; they have 
beaten me, and I felt it not: when 
shall l awake?” And then he said, 
“I will seek it yet again” (Prov. 
23:33-35). It is-a horrible thing 
that a sinner is bound to seek sin 
again and the demon is bound to 
come back that took possession of 
the sinner despite your new resolu- 
tions, despite the pleadings of your 
wife, despite the promises you 
made and your oaths and vows that 
you would never touch it again.

You know sin multiplies. You 
sow to the wind and you reap the 
whirlwind. When you are dealing 
with sin it multiplies and you reap 
more than you sow. Oh, how hor- 
rible is sin! Here is a man that 
had one devil — that was bad 
enough. He got sick of that, and 
the devil got sick of his sin. The 
evil spirit went off and left the 
man, but he said, “I will come back 
to my house.” And he found seven 
other devils and all of these seven 
were worse than he was. Now here 
are eight evil spirits come into the 
body of one man and the last state 
of that man is worse than the first.

You sin, and one of these days you 
Will reap. (©h, the harvest of tne 
evil years when after a wnhiie you 
begin to reap what you sow, and 
when the demons begin to bring 
in their friends. You once were 
respectable, but you are not re- 
Spectable any more. Many a man 
has sat in a nice social gathering 
in evening clothes and around him 
were beautifully-gowned women. 
He was respected, famous, had a 
good job, had friends, and ali his 
neart could desire. but he puc to 
his mouth the glass of wine. “Unh,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘there is no harm in just 
a little bit of pleasure, a hospitable 
cup here.”

They 
once cried out when He was on 
earth, “Oh, we know thee who thou 
art, the holy one of God.” The 
evil spirits know Him and fear 
Him, and with one word He can 
drive them out. 


Today if you are possessed of 
devils, if your heart is black as the 
pits of Hell, if despair is written 
across your face, if sin has already 
brought ruin, even, or if you are 
possessed with even a legion of 
devils, I thank God, Jesus is the 
remedy for the man that is a sin- 
ner, a drunkard, a dope fiend, for 
the harlot woman. I tell you, the 
Lord Jesus is the remedy for sin, 
for your sin. If you will have Him, 
take Him today. He died for sin- 


ners. Will you open your heart to- 
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day and love Him and trust Him? 
If you will, won’t you write to me 
or call me and say, “‘Brother Rice, 
today 1 do give Jesus my heart. 
I trust Him to save me.” I hope 
you will do it today. Do it now. I 
will send you my little booklet, 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
A sermon God has used to save 
many sinners. Let me know that 
today you trusted Jesus, turned 
from your sin, that God has for- 
given you. I would be so glad to 
hear it, so happy to pray with you, 
to send you my booklet or answer 
your Bible questions. I want to 
help you if I can. 


If today you will trust Christ to 
make your heart over, trust Him 
to come in and drive out the evil 
spirits, will now take Christ as 
your own personal Saviour, write 
me today, and tell the good news.
